If the Ewpenop of the French had 
written to the Times: proposing that-a public 
meeting ‘should ba called in the city of Mexico, 
to tuke into consideration the propriety of o- 
vising the constitution by the introduction. of 
a six pound franchise, and the appointmant of 
Protestant histiops with Evangelical princi- 
ples ia Vera Cruz and Matamoros, the Liberal 
party in Grout Britain ‘might have cordially 
approved [the askeme, ‘Ts Ewrenon, how- 
ever, deeply learned in revolutions, trained by 
suffering, and old. in the arts of governing a 
turbulent people, sent forth bis crusade against 
anarchy in his bwn way, without the arsistanca 
of the Protestagt Alliince or tho Reform Learue, 
He made 10 knsuakes, leyond these whieh 
events -bnve brought to ight, be underrated 
his difficulties! and pethaps’ counted on some 
generous symputhy from. the liberal world in 
4 great'and ndble undertaking,. but aa he ad- 
vanced step by step he bas been assailed y 
calumny and detraotion, and ovary obstacle 
has bean gloated over, every success eneered 
at.
